a halfpenny for the meafuring of every quarter, and take for FatCp 
a quarter of oats ten bufhels, whereby the buyers of the corn in 
the country will not buy nor take for the quarter of corn, but 
in the fame manner as the faid purveyors, and they of the faid 
city ufed to take, to the great hindrance and perpetual undoing 
of the commonalty aforefaid : 

II. It is ordained and eftablifhed, That all the faid good ordi- 
nances be firmly holden and kept, aftertheefFecftof thefame. (2) 
And that no purveyor of our lord the King, nor any other (hall

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ufc hereafter to buy nor to take any corn by other meafure, but 
eight buihels ftriked for the quarter > and that none be other- 
wife bound to deliver for the quarter but eight buftiels ftriked as 
is aforefaid, and alfo that the payment be made in hand for the 
carriage. (3) And that if any purveyor of our lordtfye King, or 
any other perfon buy or take any corn otherwife, or by other 
meafure but eight bufhels ftriked for the quarter, as in the faid 
ordinances is contained, and thereof be attainted, he (hall have 
one year's imprifonment, and pay to the King an hundred (hil- 
lings, and to the party that feeleth himfelf grieved another hun- 
dred thillings, and that as often z$ any of them be thereof at- 
tainted ; (4) and that the party which will fu$, have an adUou 
grounded upon the cafe, (5) and that th$ iuftices of the peace 
have power to enquire and hold plea of all thefe things afore T 
faid, an4 upon that make punifhments as is aforefaid, as well at 
the fuit of the King, as of the party : (6) and that from hence- 
forth nothing be taken for the meafuring of fuch corn in 
any wife.

ITEM, for as much as great rumours, congregations and infurrefti- 
ons, hire in the realm af England by divers of the King's kege peo- 
ple, as well by them which were of the fed of herefy commonly called 
Lollardry y as by other of their confederacy , excitation, and abetment,, 
now of late were made, to the intent to adnull, deflroy, and fubvert the 
(thrift ian faith, ' and the law of God and holy church within this fame 
realm of England, ' and alfo to deftroy the fame ourfovereign lord the 
King and all other mahner ofeftiaies of the fame realm of England, as 
yvell fpiritual as temporal, and alfo all manner of policy, and finally the 
lazvs of the land: the fame burfovereign lord the King, to the honour of 
God, and in confervation and fortification of the cbriftian faith, and am 
infatuation, of his royal eft ate, and of thee/late of all his realm, will- 
ing againft the malice of fuch hereticks and Lollards to provide a more 
bpen remedy and punijhment than hath' been had and ufed in the cafe 
heretofore, fo that for fear of the fame laws and punijhment, fuch 
hereltes and hilar dries may the rather ceafe in time to come, by the advice 
ana affent aforefaid, and at the prayer of the faid commons, hath or- 



dained and eftabWhed: That 



firft the chancellor, treafurcr, 
juftices, 
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juftices of the one bench and of the other, juftices of peace, flier 
riffs, mayors, and bailiffs of cities and towns, and all other of? 
ficers, having governance of people, which now be or hereafter 
for the time (hall be,fliall make an oath in taking of their char- 
ges and occupations, to put their whole power and diligence, to 
put out and do to be put out, ceafe, and deftroy all manner of 
herefies and errors, commonly called Lollardries, within the pla- 
ces where they exercife their offices and occupations from time 
toxime, with all their power, and that they aflift the ordinariesand 
their commiflaries, and them favour and maintain as often as they 
or any of them to that ihall be required by the fame ordinaries 
or their commiflaries, fo that when the faid officers and minifters • 
travel or ride to arreft any Lollard, or to make affiftance at the 
inftance and requeft of the ordinaries or their commiflaries by 
virtue of this ftatute, That the fame ordinaries and commiflaries - 
ihall pay for their coft reafonably. And that the King's fervices, 
to the which the feme officers be firft fworn, be preferred before 
all other ftatutes for the liberty of holy church and the minifters 
of the feme, and in efpecial for the correction and punifhmentof 
the hereticks and Lollards before this rime made and not repealed 
being in their force. And alfo that all perfons convift of herefy, 
of what eftate, condition, or degree that they be, by the faid or- 
dinaries ofr other commiflaries left to the fecular power according 
to the laws of holy church, (hall lofe and forfeit all their lands 
and tenements, which they have in fee fimple in the manner as * 
followeth; that is to fay, That the King have all the lands and 
tenements, which the faid convi&s have in fee fimple, /and 
holden of him immediately as forfeit, and that the other lords, of 
whom the lands and tenements of fuchconvidts be holden im?- 
mediately after that the Kins is fo feifed and anfwered of the 
year the day and the wafte, have livery out of the King's hands 
of the lands and tenements aforefeid of them fo holden, as it 
hath been ufed in the cafe of attainder of felony, except the lands 
4md tenements which he holden of the ordinaries or their commij/aries^ 
before whom any fuch perfons impeached of herefy be convifl, which 
lands and tenements intirefyjhall remain to the King as forfeit. And 
moreover that all the goods and chattels of thefe perfons fo con- 
vi&ed, be forfeit to our fovereien lord the King, fo that no per-r 
fon convfcft of herefy, and left to the fecular power after the 
laws of holy church, ihall forfeit his lands before that he be 
dead. And if any fuch perfon fo convift, be infeofFed be it by 
fine, by deed, or without deed, in lands or tenements, rents or 
fervices .in fee or otherwife, or hath any other pofleflions or 
chattels by gift or grant of any perfon or perfons to another's ufe, 
than to the ufe orfuch convi<fts, That the fame lands nor tene- 
. ments, rents nor fervices, nor fuch other pofleflions, nor chattels 
(hall be forfeit to our fovereignJord the King in no wife. And 
moreover that the juftices of the king's bench, and juftices of Juftices of 
peace, and juftices of aflife, have tell power to enquire of all I**** 
them which hold any errors or herefies,as Lollards, and which be 
their maintainers, receivers, favorers and fuftainerr, common 
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writers of fuch books, as well of the fermons as of their fchools, 
conventicles, congregations, and confederacies. And that this 
claufe be put in commiflions of the juftices of the peace. And 
if any perfons be indited of any points aforefaid, the faid juftices 
(hall have power to award againft them a Capias, ™d the fheriff 
(hall be bound to arreft the perfon or perfons fo indited as foot} 
as he may them find by him or by his officers. And for as much 
as the conifance ofherefy* errors* ond hilar dries belongeth to the judges 
of holy church* and not to fecular judges: fuch perfons indited (ball 
be delivered to the ordinaries of the places or to their commifia- 
ries, by indentures betwixt them to be made, within x. days af- 
ter their arreft, orfoonerifitmay be thereof to be acquit or con- 
Vict by the laws of holy church, in cafe that thefe perfons be not 
indited of any other thing, whereof the conifance belongeth to 
the fecular judges and officers, in which cafe, after that that they 
be acquit or delivered before the fecular judges of fuch things, to 
the fecular judges belonging, they ihall be fent in fafeguard to 
the faid ordinaries, or to their commiflaries, and to them deli- 
vered by indentures, as before to be acquit or convict of fuch 
lollardrics, errors, or herefies, as is aforefaid, afte.* the laws of 
holy church, and that within the term aforefaid. Provided al- 
ways That the faid indiclmenU be not taken in evidence ■, but for infor- 
mation before the fpiritual judges again ft fuch perfons fo indifted* but 
that the ordinaries commence their procefs again/tfuch perfons indicled 
in the fame manner as though no indielment were* having no regard to 
fuch indiclments.

ITEM, becaufe that many clerks and fcholars of the univer- Ex edit. Raft, 
fity of Oxford, unknown, armed, and arrayed in the man- Scholars. 
ner of war, have oftentimes dilTeifed and put out divers perfons Ox^d. 
of their lands and tenements in the counties of Oxford, Berts, 
and Bucks, and alfo have hunted with dogs and greyhounds in 
divers warrens, parks, and forefts, in the fame counties, as well 
by days as by nights, and taken deer, hares, and conies : and 
moreover, threatning the keepers of the fame of their lives, and 
alfo with ftrong hand have taken clerks convidl of felony by due 
proCefsofthe lawj out of the ward of the ordinaries, and thofe 
prifoners have brought with them, and let go at large, as the 
King, by open complaint to him made in this parliament, hath 
conceived : our faid fovereign lord the King, willing upon the 
fame to fet remedy, hath ordained and fablifTied, That due 
procefs (hall be made againft fuch fcholars wrong doers, for * 
their offences, as the law and alfo the ftatutes of the land re- 
quire, according to the cafe till they come to anfwer, or elfe be 
outlawed. And if any fuch fcholar be fo outlawed, then the Univerfity.

Other ftatutes made at Weftminfter* Anno 9HEN' 
V. flat. 2. and Anno Dom. 1421. 

AT the parliament holden at Weftminfter the firft dot */De- 
cember, in the ninth yedr of the reign of King Henry the 
Fifths it is ordained by the aflent of the lords Spiritual and tem- 
poral, and at the requeft of the commons there aflembled, &c. 

CAP. L 
A confirmation of all ftatutes made touching money. 

FIRST, That all the ftatutes and ordinances, which have 
been made in the time of the King's noble progenitors, 
touching the good and lawful governance of- his money of gold 
and filver, not repealed, be well and firmly kept and holden in 
all points. 

CAP. II. 

All men may refort to the King's exchanges, or to the 
Tower, to have money new coined. 

ITEM, the King, in as much as he conveniently may, (hall 
do to be ordained his ^exchanges of the money of gold and 
filver in the city of London, and elfewhere in the realm, for the 
eafeof his people, which (hall be holden in open places in high 
ftreets. And that all they that will come to the Tower of Lon- 
don* there to have money of new coined, they (hall have money 

coined 
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coined, and thereof (hall be delivered within eight days, accord* 
ing to the very value of that that they (hall bring thither,' pay- 
ing the feignorage and coinage of gold, after the rate of five (hil- 
lings for the pound of the Tower j and for the feignorage and 
coinage of filver fifteen pence for the pound, and no more. 
And that they that will not approach the Tower to do the lame, 
but will be thereof delivered at the exchanges, (hall pay for the 
exchange after the rate of a penny for the noble, and for the 
half noble a halfpenny, and for the fourth part of the noble a 
farthing, with the feignorage and coinage, as afore is faid. 

CAP. III. 

At the Kings exchanges good money /ball be delivered to the 

parties* or elfe be that doth receive it may rcfufe it. 

ITEM, That the matters and workers of the money, and alfo Money, 
the ftrangers in all places where money (hall be coined, 
made, or changed, (hall be holden to deliver and pay all that 
that ought to pertain to them for fuch exchange of good and law-* 
fill money of England, by and of iuft weight, or by the num- 
ber, of the election of him which mall receive the fame without 
any delay of difficulty. And if percafe it happen that any no- 
table default in the weight of the money, or in the allay be 
found (which God defend) upon the delivery or payment to be 
made at the (aid Tower, or at the exchanges aforefaid, that then 
iX (hall be well lawful to every perfon that (hall find fuch de- 
fault, to rcfufe that that is defective before that he depart the 
place where he the fame (hall receive.

All the Jlatutes of purveyors Jhall be proclaimed in every 
county four times in the year. 

ITEM, That all the ftatutes and ordinances made of purvey- 
ors and buyers, and not repealed, be kept and executed in all • 
points, and alio proclaimed in all counties through the realm by 
the King's commandment. (2) And that every (heriff of the

CAP. IV. 

M mercbandifes of the ftaple paffing out 0/ England, Wales, 
and Ireland, Jhall be carried to Calais, fo long as tbe fta- 
ple is at Calais. 

ITEM, whereas the noble King Edward the Third did ordain 
his ftaple to be at Calais, and that the whole repair of wools, 
woolfels, leather, lead, tin, butter, chcefe, and other merchan- 
dife, except woolen cloths, and red herring paffing out of the 
realm of England, and his lands dl Wales and Inland, and bis 
town of Berwick upon Tweed, (hould be at the faid town of Ca- 
lais. And after at a parliament holden in the firft year of King 
Henry the Fourth it was ordained, That the ftaple of wools, 
woolfels, leather, lead, and tin, (hould be wholly at Calais: fa- 
ring that merchants of Genoa, Vetnce,Catalonia,Arragon, and other 
realms, lands and countries,towards the weft,being of the King's 
amity, may (hip at Hampton in carraks, (hips, galleys, and 
other veflels, wools, woolfels, leather, lead, tin, and other mer- 
chandifes of the ftaple, and brine them into their country to- 
wards the weft, after the form of the ftatute thereof made in the 
fecond year of King Richard the Second after the conqueft. 
And alfo faving to the burgefles and merchants of Berwick upon 
Tweed certain benefits to bring the wools of the growing between 
the waters of Tweed and Cocket, to the faid place of Berwhk, and 
and to (hip them towards what parts it (hall pleafe them beyond 
tjie fea. And alfo whereas the faid (htutes in the parliament 
holden at Wejlminjter in the fecond year of the reign of King 
Henry the Fifth, rather to our fovereign lord the King that now 
is, were confirmed, and moreover it was ordained in the fame 
parliament, That no wools, woolfels, leather, lead, tin, whole 
or founded, called fhoten tin, nor none other merchandise of 
the ftaple whatfocver itwere, (hould from henceforth be fent qr 
brought to any parts beyond the fea, except they were firft carried 
to the faid ftaple, after the form of the faid ordinance made the 
faid firft year, upon pain of forfeiture of all the merchandifes in 
fuch manner fent or brought out of the faid realm, unlefs it be 
by the King's licence. And except allperfons, goods, and things 
which be excepted in the fame ordinance, made the firft year, as 
in the faid ftatutes is more fully contained. Neverthelefs, the 
leather, and founded tin, called fhoten tin, bought 
and provided here in England, have not been brought to 
the faid ftaple of Calais, after the form of the faid ftatutes, but 
doth pafs into Flanders, Holland and Zealand, to the great da- 
mage and diminifhing of the cuftoms and fubfidies due to the 
King, if they were brought to the town of Calais. The King 
willing to elchew the damage and diminution, bythe advice 
and requeft aforefaid, hath ordained and eftablifhed, That all the 
ftatutes thereof made and not repealed, be holden and kept, and 
put in due execution. And that the whole repair ot wools, 
woolfels, leather, lead, whole tin, and fhoten tin, and all other 

mcr- 
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merchandifes pertaining to the ftaple* patting out of the realm * 
of England^ and of the countries 01 Wales 21m Ireland, be at the 
faid place of Calais, and at none other place beyond the fca, as 
long as the faid ftaple (hall be at Calais, upon pain of fcrfeiturcr 
of the very value of the merchandises, which mall pafs elfewhere 
but to the parts towards the weft, named in the faid ftatutes ' 
thereof made. And that no licence from henceforth be granted 
to the contrary : except for wods, fells, and leather of North- Merchant*, 
umberland, IVefhnorelandy Cumber/and, and the bifhoprick of 
Durham, faving the King's prerogative. Provided always, That 
if any merchants under colour of any licence (hip any wools of 
of the growing of any part of Xorkjbire, or of any other country 
of the realm, except of the growing of the Tame parts of Nor- 
thumberland, Wejlmorekmd, Cumberland, and the bifhoprick of 
Durham, they (hall forfeit to the King the value of all the wools ' 
fo (hiped, ana alfo they (hall lofe the benefit of the fame licence. 
And he that the fame efpieth, and thereof siveth knowledge to 
the freafurer of England for the time being, mail have the fourth 
part of the forfeiture fo by him notified, 

CAP. V. 

The penalty if any carry wools or falls m* atfomed out of the 
realm io anyplace, Javing to Calais. 

ITEM, becaufe that a new Shipping is found in the pille of 
Foddray in the county of Lancafier, out of which pille and 
other creeks within the realm much wools be brought to Erne-

ITEM, whereas it was ordained in the parliament holden at 
Canterbury, the twelfth year of King Richard the Second, 
Jiow much every fervant of hu(bandry (hall take by the year for 
Jiis fervice, and if any do contrary to the fame ordinance, and 
thereof be attainted, that he (hall pay, that is to fay, as well the 
giver as the tajker the excefs fo given or taken, and at the fecond 
default of their attcindre, the double value of fuch excel*, and at 

tht 
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the third default, the treble value, and if the faid taker have not 
thereof he may pay the faid excefs, that then he (hall have im- 
prifonmentof forty days. And alfo by another ftatutemade at 
the parliament hoiden at Wtjlminfier> the thirteenth year of the 
faid late King, it was ordained and eftablifhed, That the iuftices Tuft^ of 
of peace in every county of England, in their feffions holden be- peace, 
twixt the feaft of E after and St. Michael, make proclamation by 
their difcretion, according to the dearth of vidfcuals, how every 
mafbn, carpenter, tiler, or any artificer working by the day, as Artificer!, 
well in Auguft as in other times of the year, after their degree, 
Ihall take the day with meat and drink between the faid feffions, 
as a thing by the ftatute : which ftatutes be not kept nor put in 
execution, that is to fay, the tirft ftatute, becaufe that the punifh- 
mentin the fame is too hard upon the mafters of fuch fervants, 
forafmuch as they (hall be deftitute of fervants, if they (hould 
not pafs the ordinance of the ftatute, and the fecond ftatute, be- 
caufe that no pain is limitted againft him that doeth contrary to 
the fame ftatute : our fovereign lord the King, willing in this 
cafe to provide remedy, hath ordained by authority of this par- 
liament, that the juftices of peace ia every county for the time 
being, and the mayor of the city ox London for the time being, Mayors, 
and the mayors and bailiffs in every city, borough, or town, (hall Bailiffs. 
have fuch power and authority to make proclamation in their 
full feffions once by year, and fo in every borough and market 
town within their jurifdi<5tion, how mudi every fervant of huf- 
bandry (hall take for his fervice by the year then next following, 
and that they make two times proclamation in two feffions, by 
them to be holden betwixt the feaft of Eqfler and St. Michael, and 
in every borough and market town, how much every artificer 
and workman (hall take by the day, and by the week with meat 
and drink, or without meat or drink, as well in Auguft as in 
other times of the year. Provided always, That if any man 
be retained by the week for husbandry or other labour, that 
he (hall take nothing for the feftival days in fuch week nor for 
the half days of the evens of fuch feafts. And that every pro- 
clamation fo to be made, be holden as a thing ordained by fta- 
tute. And if any fervant, artificer, or workman do the contrary 
of fuch proclamation fo to be made, and be thereof attainted at 
the King's fuit, he (hall forfeit to the King every time the va- 
lue of his wages, and if he have not whereof to make gree to the 
King, he (hall have imprifonment of forty days, without being 
let to bail or mainprife in any manner. And that the juftices of 
peace, mayors, and bailiffs aforefaid, then for the time being, 
(hall have power and authority to hear and determine fuch offen- 
ces, as well at the King's fuit by fuggeftion furmifed, as at the 
fuit of the party in fuch cafe grieved, and thereupon to make 
and award writs of Qapias, as oftentimes as to them (hall feem 
well to be done, againft fuch fervants, artificers and workmen, 
at every perfon's fuit that feeleth him in fuch cafe grieved or 
molefted, returnable before themfelves, or before any other juf- 
tices of peace, or mayors and bailiffs for the time being, at a 

certai* 
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certain day in their feffions, at which day if any fuch fervant, 
artificer, or workman come before the faid juftices of peace, or 
before mayors, or bailiffs by force of any fuch writs, or in 
any other manner, that then trie fame juftices of peace, mayors, 
or bailiffs for the time being, fhall have full power and authori- 
ty to examine by their difcretion and knowledge, as well fuch 
fcrvants,artificers,and workmen, as their matters, how much fuch 
fervants, artificers and workmen do take by the year, by the day, 
and by the week. And if they find by fuch examination, or by 
plea betwixt the fame fervants, artificers, workmen, and their 
mafters, the contrary to be done of fuch proclamations fo to be 
made, that the faid fervants, artificers, and workmen, and la- 
bourers (hall be punifhed in the form aforefaid. And they (hall 
yield to the party grieved his double damages. And if any of 
them depart or void into another county, that then it be law- 
ful to the faid juftices of peace, mayors and bailiffs, for the timt 
being, to make and grant Writs o\Capias> as many and fuch a$ 
be requifite, directed to the fheriffs of the counties, where fuch 
fervants, artificers and workmen be fled, to take their bodies* 
returnable before them atfcvhat time fhall pleafe them, fo that if 
they come by fuch procefs they fhall be put in prifon, till they 
find fufficient furety well to ferve their faid mafters. And that 
this ftatute begin to hold place, as to the punifhment of fuch fer- 
vants retained by the year or by the half year, after the feaft of 
St. Michael next coming, fof the offences in this behalf done by 
them after the faid feaft. And that all the mayors and bailiffs* 
which be wardens of the peace in any cities, towns, or boroughs 
of the realm for the time being, fhall have like power, corredion 
and execution of the faid ordinance fo to be made, and of alj 
ftatutes of labourers within the faid towns, cities, and boroughs, 
is the juftices of peace have in their counties.

perfon which was not of villain eftate or condition, but of free 
eftate and condition, might put himfclf, his fon or daughter to 
be apprentice to any freeman of the fame city, to learn his craft 
or myftery, and that likewife every freeman of the faid city 
may take every fuch perfon, fon or daughter to be his ap- 
prentice, without impeachment, (3) until now of late the faud 
mayor, aldermen and commons, be and have been grievoufty 
vexed and inquieted by colour of an article of die ftatute made 
at fVeftminffa-y the feventh year of the reign of King Henry the 
Fourth, rehearfingby general words, That no man nor woman 
put their fon nor daughter to be apprentice within any city or 
town of the realm of England, except that he have land or rent 
to the value of twenty (hillings by year, and that by teftimony 
under the feats of the juftices o? peace, nor that any mall receive 
a prentice to the contrary, upon a grievous penalty limited in 
the faid ftatute. 

II. Our lord the king, confidering the great hindrance which 
by the faid ftatute might redound to the inhabitants of the faid

confidering the premifles, and willing in this cafe to provide a 
a remedy, of the advice and aflent aforefaid, by the authority of 
die faid parliament, hath ordained, That no perfon (hip nor do 
tjo be (hiped from henceforth no manner wools, woolfels, leather, 
lead, and tin, whole nor (hotten, nor the fame carry nor con- 
vey out of any parts of the faid realm, nor out of the lands of 
Wales nor Ireland, to none other parts beyond the fea, but only 
to the faid ftaple of Calais, upon pain of forfeiture of the double 
value of the merchandife fo carried or conveyed to any other 
parts than to the faid ftaple of Calais, and alfo upon pain of im- 

Cifonment of his body for the fpace of two years, without 
il or mainprife. And he which can fpy any perfon from 
henceforth, which offending or doing in any wife contrary to 
this ordinance, and the fame offence do prefent to the treafurer 
of England for the time being, and the trefpailbr thereof duly 

. conyirt, 
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convift, or if fuch trefpaflbr confcfs before the treafurer and the 
barons of the exchequer fuch trefp afles by him done, That then 
hefttaHbexronvuft by His own confeffion. And the prefenter (hall 
have for his labour the third part of the forfeiture or the merchan- 
difes carried or conveyed againft this ordinance. Saving always 
that the merchants of Genoa* Venice, Tufcatn n Lombardy, Ftorenu, 
and Catalonia, may (hip wools, woolfels, leather, lead, and tin 
tn their (hips, gallies, carraks, and other vefiels, and to bring 
the fame Into their country towards the Well, in manner ac- 
cuftomed before this time. Saving alfo to the burgefles of the 
Berwick. town of Berwick upon Tweed* the privileges and benefits to 
them before this time granted, as in divers ftatutes thereof made 
is fully contained, notwithstanding this ordinance.

Bullion. Item, That the bullion be brought to the mint to Calais* 

that is to fay, for every farplcr of wools, whereof the 
weight of the fack is fold for xij. marks, fix pounds, & 
marks, v.li, viij. marks, iv.li. And the woolfels after tb# 
rate, to be forged in the King's coin. 

Item, That every man that (hall fell or do to be (old, any 

wools or woolfels at the ftaple of Calais, (hall make a lawful 

and equal partition of the money of the fame^ with then*

whence the wools or woolfcls be, and with whom he is 
joined and aflbciateto make partition, without fraud or xnai* 
engine.

trlties to provide remedy, hath ordained by the authority afore-

parliament; That whereas the faid town of Tewkfbury is adjoin* 
ing to the river of Severn* within the faid county of Gl&ucejter* 
which river is common to all the liege people of our fovereign 
lord the King, to carry and bring within the ftream of the faid 
river in boats, troughs, and otherwife, all manner of merchan- 
dise and other goods and chattels to Brijfol* and to every part 
adjpining to the fame river, in which river divers perfon of the 
faid town oi Tewkfbury often times and now of late have charg- 
ed their, proper veflek and troughs with wheat, rye, and other 
com and goods, to the value of five hundred pounds, and fo 
the fame veflels and troughs fo charged, have conveyed in the 
fame river towards the faid town of Brijiol by the coaft$ of the 
foreft of Dean* within the faid county of Gloucefter* joining to 
the fiud riv/tr, there have commonly great multitude of people, 
and routs of the commons of the fame foreft, and of the hun- 
dreds of Bledijhw and Wefburv* with great riot and force in 
manner of war, as enemies or a ftrange land, and with force 
have fpoiled the fame perlbns of the laid vefTels, and taken of 
them all their corn and goods within the fame veflels, and the 
fane perfons have menaced and threatened to put to death, if they 
madeany refinance, or any fiiit, quarrel, or complaint for the fame, 
tQ tfc grtfft hiqdrance, lofs, and impoverifhment of the faid per*

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Cans, and oppreffion of all the country there adjoining. And 
fcfterwarci the fame our fovereign lord the King, by the advice 
and affent of his council, fent his letters of pnvy leal, direded 
to divers perfons of the (aid foreft, to make open proclamation 
that no man of the faid foreft (hould be fo hardy to inquiet or 
difturb his people to pafs by the river with all manner of corn, 
roods and chattels, or any other merchandife, upon the paiii 
of treafon, after which proclamation fo made, the (aid treipaf- 
fers came to the faid river with more greater routs and riots 
than ever they did before, not efteeming nor regarding the fai^ 
letters of privy fcal, and there fpoiled at divers times eight 
Jroughs of wheat, rye~flour, and divers other goods and chat- 
tels, and the people of the fame troughs did throw over the 
board and divers of them drowned, ana the ftems of the faid 
troughs did cut away, and did threaten the owners of the faiA 
goods and chattels, and alfo the people of the faid troughs, that 
they (hould not be fo hardy to carry no manner of vi&ual by 
the faid ftream much nor little, for lord nor for lady : and that 
they would hew all to pieces the (aid boats, it they came 
another time by the coafts of the faid foreft of Dcan y tor the 
which riot and rebellion, no peribn of the (aid town of Trwkf* 
bury^ nor of the country adjoining, dare not carry any corn nor 
other goods nor chattels in the'faid river, nor purfue to have 
remedy for fuch oppreffions and griefs to them done, forafmuch 
as the (aid foreft or Dean and hundreds be very large, and the 
people inhabiting and refident in the fame very wild, and nigh 
foreft of adjoining to the country of IVaUs. And all the commons of 
Poo. the fame foreft and hundreds of one affinity and confederacy in 

malice and riot, not pondering nor regarding the law, nor the 
officers and minifters of the fame, nor caring for the procefs nor 
the punifhment of the law of the land, infomuch that they will 
not obey, but at their own will, any minifter of the King's 
laws, nor execution of the fame, nor the officers not minifters 
of the law of the faid county, dare not in any wife come into 
the faid foreft, to execute any matter or procefe of the law a- 
gainft the will and intent of the commons of the foreft and hun- 
dred aforefaid. Our fovereign lord -the King, having tender re- 
fpeft and confideration of the faid mifchiefs, and alfo confider- 
ing the inconveniencies, which be like to enfue and follow upon 
the fame,, and upon that willing to refift the malice of fiich 
tranfgrefjbrs and offenders, and to provide hafty and covenablc 
remedy for his faid faithful liege people fo grieved in this be- 
half, by the advice and aflent of the lords fpiritual and tempo- 
ral, being in this prefent parliament, and at the fpecial requeft of 
toe faid commons there aflembled, hath ordained by authority 
of the lame parliament, thar in every fuch cafe hereafter to 
come, or elfc had or chanced this laft year part, the (heriff of 
the faid county, or the bailiffs of the town of Glauejler for the 
time h^ing, or one of them, upon pain of forfeiture of twenty 
pounds to be levied of their lands, goods, *nd chattels, to the 
ufc of'our fovereign lord the King, make proclamation at the faid 
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town oiGhuciftir^ within four d^ys next' after notliicatfQnmacJc 
to them, or to any of them by the'perfons fo endamaged, or J>y 
any other in their names, of fuch injuries and trefpafles.don$ t 
and that the (aid trefpaflers and offenders ihall reftore in the

were and were wont heretofore : and Englijh merchants, cloth- 
workers, and other the King's liege people in divers parts of his 
realm annoyed and endamaged : whereupon at the fupplication 
of the (aid commons, and by the advice and aflent aforefaid, it 
is ordained that the Englifh merchants may fell their cloths to Cloths fold for 
merchants aliens for ready payment in money or otherwife in daystoftran- 
merchandife for merchandife, to be paid and contented in hand, &**+ 
or upon loan of payment to be made in money or merchandife 
from fix months to fix months next enfuing after fuch buyings 
and bargains made without giving thereof further days of pay- 
ment, upon pain of forfeiture of the fame : notwithftanding 
the (aid ordinance. And this ordinance (hall endure as long as

ITEM, whereas in the parliament holden at TVeftminfier % 
the xv. day of March the third year of the reign of King 
Henry the Fifth, a ftatute was ordained in the form as follow- 
eth : Item, forafmuch as there be divers abbots, priors, where- 
of feme be of the King's foundation, and fome of the foun- 
dation of other lords, dwelling as well within the county of 
Yorky as in the county of Laucajler, whereof fome have pofTef- 
fions within the wapentakes of Stainecliffe wapentake, and 
friendles wapentake in Craven in the faid county of York, and 
and fome not, againft whom divers perfons daily by abettment 
and procurement of the bailiffs approvers of the courts of the 
faid wapentakes, and of the ftewards that hold pleas in the 
faid courts, and of fermours of the profits and revenues of the 

faid 
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faid courts, do feign and procure by them and other of their 
covin and affent, divers plaints and pleas of debt and trefpafs, 
and other divers pleas in the courts of the faid wapentakes* 
And when the fame abbots and priors come to the faid courts 
to defend them of fuch wrongful plaints and pleas, and pray 
and profer to the ftewards and bailiffs of the faid courts tp 
make their attornies in fuch pleas, the faid ftewards and 
bailiffs the fame refufe, and will not receive fuch attornies 
of fuch abbots and priors, in any plea of debt or trefpafs, 
nor in any other plea. And moreover the fame ftewards and 
bailiffs of their own authority do amerce the -faid abbots 
and priors, at the firft time for every of the faid plaints ten 
Shillings or twenty (hillings, or more at their will, to the great 
damage and hindrance of the faid abbots and priors, and againft 
reafon and the common law of the land. The King hath or~ 
dained in remedy of the faid grievances, that all fuch abbots 
and priors and their fucceflbrs and every of them, fo vexed 
in the faid courts, may make their attornies or attorney general, Attorney, 
that is to fay, every of them under the common feal of his 
fcoufe, to gain and lofe in every plea of debt and trefpafs, and 
other plea moved or to be moved in the faid courts, and in all 
other courts within the faid wapentakes. And that the ftewards 
and bailiffs of the laid courts receive the faid attornies fo made 
and named without any contradiction. And if the fame ftew- 
ards or bailiffs refufe to receive any fuch attornies, fo made 
and named, or to be made and named, that then the faid 
ftewards and bailiffs at every time of fuch refufal of fuch at- 
tornies, (hall forfeit and incur the pain of x. li. to the King, 
And that the faid abbots and priors or their fucceflbrs in the 
(aid counties nor in any of them, (hall be amerced for any 
nonfuit or default in none other manner than fecular perfons. 
And that this ordinance ftand in his force for all the year next 
coming, and till the parliament the fame year next enfuing : 
After the determination of which ftatute, ciecaufe that it was 
not ordained to endure but for a certain time now determined 
and paft, the mifchiefs and grievances aforefaid do remain yet 
not remedied, and daily abound and increafe more than ever 
they did, and moreover the faid ftewards and bailiffs will now 
receive none other plea nor anfwer of the faid abbots and priors 
in the faid courts, but only to wage their law, to the intent 
that they ought of neceffity to appear before them in their 
proper perfons, to their great vexation and grievances : Where-

ITEM, whereas by a ftatute it was ordained, That all the 
wools, woolfels, hides, lead and tin, and divers other mer- 
chandifes pafling out of the realm of England* the lands, of Ire- 
land* Wales* and Berwick upon Tweed* ought to repair to the 
ftaple of Calais* and to none other place beyond the fea, to be 
fold under the governance of the mayor and conftables of the 
faid ftaple, upon certain pains contained in the laid ftatute, 
which pains be fo eafy *nd not doubted, that many take incul- 

tom 
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torn to carry, and do daily to be carried out of the realm and 
lands afore(aid, by divers means and ways, a great fubftance of ' 
the wools, woolfels, hides, lead and tin, and other tnerchati-

ITEM, it was (hewed to our lord the King by the commons 
of the fame parliament, That as well becaufe of undue fearch 
made in the ports and creeks within the realm upon divers per- 
fons, which by fubtil imaginations and means do (hip wool and 
woolfels, and feveral other merchandifes which ought to repair 
to the ftaple of Calais, and them carry and convey to divers o-

Mercbandifes taken infkip of the King's enemies, though be- 
longing to foreigners in amity with the King, Jhall not he 
reftored. 

ITEM, our fovereign lord the King, conjidering by the grievous Ex edit. Raft* 
complaint to him made by the laid commons, how that the aliens of£i eat% 
the King's amity do freight and charge the /hips and other vejjils of l **" 
(the enemies of our fovereign lord) the King ofS\*a\ti, which thing 
dothfupport and greatly enforce the money of the faid enemies , and aU 
fo it is thejlronger mean that enforceth them of Rochel, and divers 
other of the King's adverfarics. And if it happen that any Jhips or 
veffils of the faid enemies, with any merchandises fo charged be taken 
by the King's Kege people upon the fea, the faid aliens of the amity a- 
forefaid, by colour offalfe charters, doubles, letters of marque coun- 
terfeited, and falfe witnejfes of their nation, claim and demand the 
goods and mercbandifes of the faid enemies, fo taken upon thefea, as 
their proper gdods, and the fame goods ana mercbandifes be reftored, 
to the great hindrance of them which they have taken, and abajbment 
of the courage of the faid liege people: and forafmuch as our fove- 
reign lord the King willing therefore to provide a remedy, hath 
granted and ordained by authority aforefaid : infomuch that it 
is not contrary to the league made betwixt him and fome of his 
allies, That if it happen that any merchandifes of the aliens of 
the amity aforefaid be taken by the faid lieges after the feail of 
Saint Michael the archangel, next 'coming, or any fliips or vef- 
fels of the faid enemies of our fovereign lord the King, not be* 
ing under the King's fafe condu<5l or protection, that then the 
faid lieges may them retain and enjoy without any impeach- 
ment or reftitution thereof to be made : and this ordinance (hall 
endure by three years next enfuing, and longer, if it pleafe our 
faid fovereign lord the King.

ITEM, whereas it was declared and ordained by a ftatute made Trues. 
the fecond year of King Henry the Fifth, forafmuch as before the 
faid ordinance, divers people comprfed within the truce, as well made 
by the faid late King as by his father, grandfather to the King that 
now is, and other alfo having fafe conduits, as well of the faid late King safe coadu&t» 
Henry the Fifth, father to our faid fovereign lord, as of his fatd 
grandfather, fome have been flain, robbed andfpoiled, by the Kings 
liege people andfubjeils, as well upon the main fea, as within the 
ports and coafls of the fea of the realm ^England, Ireland, and of 
Wales, whereby the faid truce and fafe conducts have been broken and 
offended, to the great dijhonour and Jlandcr of the King, and again/1 
his dignity, and the faid manfijyers, robbers, cndfpoUers, and offend- 
ers of the faid truce and the Kings fafe conduits, as afore is declared^ 
have been by divers the Kings luges andfubjefls within tfie coafts of 
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divers counties received, abetted, procured, counfelled* hired, flvflain- 
ed, and maintained : that fuih flaying, robbery, breaking of fuch truce 
and the King's fafe conduces, and wilful receipt, abettment, procure- 
ment, counfel, hire, fuflenance, and maintenance of fuch per /ins to be 
made in time to come, by the King's lieges and lubjecls within the 
realm ^England, and of Ireland, and of A Vales, or upon the main 

Treafoa. fea, /hall be adjudged and determined for high treafon, done againjl the 
crown and the Kitygs dignity : our fiver eign lord the King, conjider- 
ing the pains contained and fpecified in the faid Jlatute, befo rigorous 
and grievous againjl his liege people andfubjeSts, and them fo Jlraitiy 
do bind, that the King's odverfaries and enemies be greatly encouraged 
and comforted to make ivar againjl the faid liege people: and many of 
the faid liege people and fubj eels, as well upon the main fea and coajls 
of the fea, as. in the marches of the realm of England, oftentimes, 
have been fome robbed, and feme fpoiUd, and feme pain, where- 
by many of the fame lieges, inhabiting in the marches and coajls 
afore laid, be greatly Inndered and impoverijhed, and in point to be 
finally dejlroyed: and the mariners and merchants of the King to pafs 
upon the fea with their Jbips andveffels with their merchandifes, or

and great rewards that they take for the fame, whereby divers of the 
King's liege people be dijherited and hindered, and other put to great 
hfs of' their goods and chattels, andjome to great peril of their lives, 
agatnjl right, good faith, and conscience : the King considering the 
premises, and willing to avoid fuch perjuries, hath ordained and 
granted by authority aforefaid, That if any (heriff, underiheriff,

ITEM, whereas in the parliament holden at Wifimtnfier atExxditRafe 
the xv of St. Aftchaely the fixth year of the reign of the King 
that now k, for the great damages and lodes that happen by 
the great rifing of water in divers parts of this realm, and that 
many greater lofles were like to have come, if remedy had not 
been haftily provided, wherefore by authority of the faid parlia- 
ment it was ordained and granted, by ten years then next enfu ing, 
That fe vend commiffions of fewers mould be made to divers per- 
sons bytheKing'schancellorof^&Wforthetime being, named Commiffions 
in all parts of this realm where need is, after the form follow- of fewer* 
ing in the fame ftatutes, by reafon whereof the faid mifchiefs 
were greatly reformed and amended. And whereas now of late 
in divers parts of this realm, by great riling of water, many towns 
and lands to a great quantity be drowned and deftroyed, to the 
great hindrance of this realm, and great prejudices, damages and 
mifchiefs, be very likely to fall, ifremedy be not haftily for the 
feme provided : the King considering the premifles, and how 
the ten years be pafled, hath ordained by authority aforefaid,

A remedy for fever ale* tortious committed by the officers of the 

WbP*- Exchequer. ■ 

ITEM, whereas divers officers in the King's exchequer, do 
take wages and fees of the King, for themfelves and their 
clerks, for execution of their offices in the faid exchequer, that 
notwithftanding the faid officers and their clerks do take of (he- 
riffs, efcheators, and all other accomptants in the faid exchequer, 
great and exceffive gifts, fees and rewards, for execution of their 
offices, againft all reafon and confeience ; and will not execute 
their offices for delivering of the faid accomptants,' till they have 
fuch exceffive fees, gifts and rewards, which caufeth (heriffs, 
efcheators, and other accomptants to take by extortion exceffive 
fees, gifts, and rewards of the King's liege people in the coun- 
ties where their offices be, to the great damage and definition 
of all the faid accomptants, and all the people aforefaid. And Extortion; 
whereas it doth pertain to divers officers in the faid exchequer, 
fey reafon of the fees and wages, which they take of the King to 

V 4 enter 
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enter picas, as well betwixt the King and the party, as betwixt 
party and party, and pardons, writs of allowance, judgments, 
and other entries, without fees, gifts, or rewards; and the fame 
officers and every of them notwithftanding their faid feci and 
wages, will not enter any plea, though it contain but half a roll, 
except they for the faid entry have xxvj. (hillings, viij. pence, 
xx* Oiillincs, or xiij. (hillings, iiii. pence at theleaft, and tor the 
entry of allowance or every pardon and writ, which they or any 
of them do enter, of whatfoever fhortnefs that it be xs. And 
moreover, the. chief clerk of every of the faid officers taketh 
for his labour, as well of every of the faid parties accomptants, 
as amounteth to the third part of that, that his matter did take, 
which gifts and rewards of fome accomptants amounteth to the 
fum of twenty marks, cf fome ten pound, and ten marks at the 
leaft, to the treat damage, oppreffion, and undoing of the faid 
people. And alfo whereas divers fpecial commiffions be direct- 
ed to divers juftices of peace, and alfo to other in every county 
of England^ tor the deliverance of felons and other caufes, by 
virtue of which commiffions the juftices fo affigned, fometime do 
(it and deliver felons, and fometime fuch commiffion is not de- 
livered. And thai notwithftanding, fome of the faid officers, 
by virtue of their offices will make diftrefs againft fuch commif- 
iioners, returnable at a certain day, to return their commiffion 
with all i flues forfeit, to be returned, at which day though fome 
of the faid commiflioncrs do appearand for their excufe do make 
an oath (as the law will) that they have fitten and delivered the 
prifoncr* according to the form of the commiffion, or otherwife, 
that no fuch commiffion came to their hands, in which cafe 
they be in the law difcharged, yet this notwithftanding the faid 
officers will write new diftrefles againft the faid commiflioncrs to 
diftrain them : and fo infinitely, till the faid commiffioners 
have made a fine at their will. Our faid fovereign lord the 
King confidering the premiffes, at the adept of the lords fpiri- 
tual and temporal, and at the fpecial requeft of the faid com- 
mons, and by authority of this parliament, hath ordained and 
iftablilhed, That every officer of the faid exchequer, which ta- 
keth any fees or wages of the King for execution of his office, 
Jhall deliver all the accomptants in the faid exchequer, in that 
that to his office appertained, in a convenient time. And 
that they nor none of them, nor none of their clerks, take any 

Sifts, fees, rewards, promife or furety for any thing, which they 
lall do in their faid office for any accomptants, except the faid 
fees and wages whi/ch he taketh of the King for the execution 
of his office. Saving always, That every of the faid officers, to 
.whom it pertaineth by reafon of his office to enter pleas, par- 
dons, writs of allowance, and judgments, may take for the en- 
tring of the plea, pardon, writ, record, or judgment, that 
containcth half a roll, according to the length and breadth of old 
times, ufed in the (aid exchequer, twp fallings, and no more. 
And for the fame plea, writ, pardon, record, or judgment, that 
containeth a whole roll, iv. Aiillings and no more. And for die 

famp 
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fame plea, pardon, writ, record, or judgment, which containeth 
lefs than half a roll, xx. pence. And for the fame plea, pardon, 
writ, record, or judgment, which containeth more, after the 
rate and quantity. And that none of the faid officers, nor their 
clerks, take any fees nor wages, nor other profit, of any collec- 
tors of difmes or fuinfimts, granted or hereafter to be granted to 
our fovereign lord the King. And that fuch officers in the faid 
exchequer, which have power to write by reafon of their offices, 
diftrefles againft the King's juftices of peace, or any other com- 
mifiioners, to bring their eftreats, they nor none ot their clerks, 
after that that the faid juftices or commifiioners (hall make 
due excufe (as before is rehearfed) or bring into the court their 
eftreats, (hall make no new diftrefs nor other procefs againft the 
faid juftices or commifiioners, which fo have excufed them, or 
brought in their eftreats. And if any of the faid officers, or 
any of their clerks, do contrary to any of the articles afore re- 
hearfed, that then they, and every of them (hall lofe xx. li. as 
often as they (hall be found thereof defective, and our faid fove- 
reign lord the King (hall have the one half of the faid xx. li. (b 
forfeit, and fuch perfon or perfons that will purfue, the other 
half. And the fame fuit (hall be taken, holden and determin- 
ed by aAion of debt before the barons of the faid exchequer, or 
elfe before the juftices of the common bench, againft any officers 
or clerks of the faid exchequer, that doth or taketh contrary to 
the faid ordinance, any privilege or cuftom of the faid exche- 
quer notwithftanding. And that the fame procefs be had in this 
adtion before the faid juftices, as is had in an a&ion of debt up- 
on an obligation at the common law ; except that none officer, 
which hath any office in inheritance, in fee, be excluded in the 
faid exchequer to take the fees, which of old times were lawful- 
ly due and pertaining to his office, and no more. Saving always, 
i hat the faid officers of our fovereign lord the King, and their 
clerks may take a reafonable reward for their fearches and co- 

J>ies made by them in the faid exchequer of any record, at the 
uit of any of the King's liege people, notwithstanding the faid 
ordinance. Neverthelefs the King would, That by advice of 
Iiis council fuch dire&ion be taken in this behalf betwixt this 
time and the feaft of St. Michael next enfuing, as (hall feem rea- 
fonable.

ITEM, our faid fovereign lord the King, of the advice of the Brewers in 
faid lords fpiritual and temporal, and at the requeft of the faid Kent, 
commons, and alfo by authority of this parliament, hath ordain- 
ed and eftabliftied, That no perfon that in the county of Kent 
(hall commonly brew any ale or beer to fell, (hall make nor do 
to he made any malt in 'his houfe, or in any other place to his 

own 
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own ufe at his cofts and expences, above an C. quarters in the 
year, upon pain to forfeit x. li. every year in which he fo raaketh 
or doth to be made above the faid hundred quarters, the one 
half to our fovereign lord the King, and the other half to him or 
them which in this behalf will purfue. And, That the faid ordi- 
nance take efFeft the firft day <njwti next coming, and (hall en- 
dure for five years then next enfuing. 

CAP. V. 

No wrought filk belonging to the myftery of filkwomen JbaS 
be brought into this realm by the way of mercbandife, du- 
ring five years. 

Silk-women. TTEM, whereas it is (hewed to our fovereign lord the King in 
X his faid parliament, by the grievous complaint of the fik- 
women and fpinners of the myftery and occupation of filk- 
working, within the city of London, now that divers Lombards 
and other Grangers, imagining to deftroy the faid myftery, 
and all fuch virtuous occupations of women in the faid realm, 
to enrich themfelves, and to encreafe them and fuch occupati- 
ons in other ftrange lands, have brought and daily go about to 
bring into the faid realm fuch filk fo made, wrought, twined, 
ribbands, and chains falfly and deceitfully wrought, all manner 
girdels and other things concerning the laid myftery and occu- 
pation, in no manner wife bringing any good filk unwrought, 
as they were wont to bring heretofore, to the final deftrudtionof 
the faid myfteries and occupations, unlefs it be the more haflDy 
remedied by the King's Majefty. For reformation whereof the 
fame our fovereign lord the King, by the authority aforefeid, 
will and hath ordained and eftablifhed, That if any Lombard, or 
any other perfon ftraneer or denizen, bring or caufe to be 
brought by way of merchandife any wrought filk,twined ribbands 
and chains, girdels of filk, or any other thing touching and con- 
cerning the myftery of filk- women (girdels which come from 
Genoa only except) into any port or place of the faid realm from 
beyond the fca, That the fame wrought filk, twined ribbands, 
chains, girdels, and other things fo brought and wrought con- 
cerning the fame myfteries, (hall be forfeit. Alio, That every 
Lombard, and other ftranger and denizen, which doth contrary 
to this ordinance, as often as he fo doth, (hall forfeit twenty 
pounds, the one half thercpf to be levied and had to the ufe and 
expences of the King's houfe, and the other half to that perfon 
that will fue for the fame, And that it fhall be lawful to every 
of the King's liege people, to have and maintain an a&ion or 
actions of debt at every time, as well for the fame forfeiture of 
fwenty pounds, as for "the thing fo. forfeit, and the fame proceft 
to lie therein as in an action of debt at the common law : in 
which fuit no protection nor cflbin lhall be allowed. And, That 
the mayor of the faid city for the time being, (hall have autho- 
rity to aflign ii. iii.or iv. men of the fame city fufficient and cre- 
dible perfon s, by their difcrction to fwear upon a book to make 
due fearch within the fame city and the liberty of the feme, as

England for the apparel and array of the commons of the fame 
realm, as well of men as of women, fo that none of them ought 
to ufe or wear any inordinate and exceflive apparel, but only 
according to their aegrees : which ftatutes and ordinances not- 
withftanding, for default of punifhment and putting them in 
due execution, the commons of the faid realm, as well men as 
women, have worn and daily do wear exceflive and inordinate 
array and apparel, to the great difpleafure of God, and impo- 
verishing or this realm of England, and to the enriching of other 
ftrange realms and countries, to the final dcftru&ion of the hus- 
bandry of this faid realm : our faid fovereign lord the King, by 
the advice and aflent of the faid lords, and at the fpecial reoueft 
of the faid commons aflembled in the faid parliament, and by 
authority of the fame, hath ordained and eftablifhed, That 
no knight, under the eftate of a lord, other than lords children, 
nor no wife of fuch knight, from the feaft of the purification of 
our lady, which fhall be in the year of our Lord God one thou- 
fand four hundred fixty five fhall wear any manner cloth of 
gold, or any corfes wrought with gold, or any furr of fables. 
And if any fuch knight do the contrary, or fuffer his wife or child 
(the fame child being under his rule and governance) to do the 
contrary, that then he fhall forfeit for every fuch default xx. li. 
to the King. And alfo that no bachelor knight, nor his wife, 
from the faid feaft, fhall wear any cloth of velvet upon velvet, 
but fuch knights which be of the order of the Garter and their 
wives, upon pain to forfeit to the King's ufe for every fuch 
default twenty marks. Alfo that no peribn under the rate of 
a lord, from the faid feaft wear any manner cloth of filk, being

cept the fons of lords and their wives, and the daughters of lords, 
efquires for the King's body, and their wives, (hall wear from 
the faid feaft any velvet, fatin branched, nor any counterfeit 
cloth of (ilk refembling to the fame : or any corfes wrought like 
to velvet or fatin branched, or any furr of ermine, upon pairt 
to forfeit for every default ten marks to the King's ule. And 
that no efquire nor gentleman, nor none other under the de* 
grees above rehearfed, (hall wear from the faid feaft any damaflc 
or fatin except the menial efquires, fergeants officers of the 
King's houfe, yeomen of the crown, yeomen of the King's 
chamber, and efquires, and gentlemen having pofleffions to the

eflions, and the daughters unmarried of perfons having pofleffions 
to the value of a hundred pounds by year, upon pain to forfeit to 
the King for every default a hundred (hillings.

That the fteward, chamberlain, treafurer, and comptroller of 
the King's houfe, and knights for his body and their wives, may 
w€ar furrs of fables and ermines. And that the mavors of the 
city of London, which be or have been, or hereafter for the time 
(hall be, and their wives, may wear fuch array as before is li- 
mited to bachelor knights, and to their wives. And that fuch 
which be or have been, or for the time (hall be, aldermen or 
recorders of the fame city, and all mayors and (heriffs of the 
cities, towns, or borougns of this realm of England, fuch as be 
counties corporate, and all mayors and bailiffs of all other ci- 
ties, and of every of the five ports, and the barons of the fame 
ports, fuch as have been chofen and affigned, or hereafter (hall 
be chofen and affigned to do their fervice at the coronation of 
the King our fovereign lord, or of my lady the Queen. And 
mayors of boroughs corporate, being (hire towns, and the 
mayors and bailiffs of Colchcfter and Lynn, and the recorders of 
the faid cities, boroughs and towns, being counties corporate;

or in time to come (hall be, and the aldermen of the fame and 
their wives in like manner, may ufe and wear fuch array as be- 
fore is limited to efquires and gentlemen before fpecified, hav- 
ing pofleffions to the yearly value of forty pounds.

Nor that this ordinance extend to the juf- 
tices or any bench of our (overeign lord the King, matter or 
Warden of the rolls, mafter of the lung's chancery, barons of the 
King's exchequer, nor chancellor of the fame, which now be, 
or hereafter (hall be, nor to any of them. Provided alfo, That 
the fcholars of the univerfities of this xcalm and fcholars of any 
univcrfity out qf this itglm, may \ye*r fuch array as they may .

ordinance. Proyided alio, That henchmen, heralds, purfui- 
vants, fwordbearers to mayors, fneflen»ers, and minftrels, nor 
none of them, nor players in their interludes, (hall not be com- 
prifed within this ftatute. Nor no perfons as for wearing of 
any purfes, broches, or crowns for caps of children, (half be 
comprifed within the faipe. Provided alfo, That this ordi- 
nance do in no wife extend to any manner of array neceflarily 
to be worn in war, or in the fipats of the fame.

(hould be (hipped to pafs out of this realm, fhould be carried to 
the (aid ftaple, and to none other place. And in the time that it 
was fo ufed, Calais was in great furety, and this land, as to 
the commodities of the fame, in great profperity, till now of 
late that by Grange and finiftcr means, many and divers licences 
of wools and woolfels have been granted and executed, as well 
in the King's name as otherwifc : and have patted into the parts 
beyond the fea, to other places than to the faid ftapk, and fold 
to the fame perfons, which were accuftomed to come to the 
faid ftaple to buy wools and woolfels : and alfo divers perfons 
have much ufed to (hip wools and woolfels out of this realm, 
fome privily by night, and fome openly by force, without 
paying therefore to the King any cuftom or fubfidy, and carry 
the fame to other places than to the (aid ftaple, and fold them- 
to fuch perfons as were accuftomed to buy wools and woolfels 
at the faid ftaple, by which undue means, great damage and 
inconvenience hath grown to our faid foveresgn lord the King 
and this his realm, and to the fafeguard of the faid town and 
marches of the fame : Our faid fovereign lord the King, con* 
fidering the premiflcs, by the advice, aflent, requeft and au-

furety to the King, and to the collectors of his cuftom there 
for the time being, that the lame wools, woolfels, (horling and 
morling, (hall pafs to Calais, and to none other place, without 
fraud or collufion. And alfo by the fame authority it is or-

and comptrollers in all ports of this realm, (hould takefufficient 
furety for all manner merchandifes brought by merchants

X the city of London, piteoufly complaining, (hewed in the 
parliament, of the grievous hurt, lofs and damage, which other 
perfons in times pad of the fame occupation now dead, and 
they, long time have borne and fuftained, and hereafter be likely 
to bear and fuftain, by reafon of a ftatute made in the time of 
Henry the Fifth, late king of England in deed and not of right, 
by authority of this parliament holden in the fourth year of 
his reign, by which ftatute it was ordained and eftabliftiea, That 
patten-makers within the realm of England from that time forth, 
fhould make no pattens nor clogs of timber called afp, upon pain 
to pay to the King C. s. for every default. And that every 
perfon, which would fue for the King (hould have the one 
half of the pain fo forfeit : fo that the flctchers throughout the 
realm, might fell their Ihafts at more eafy and reafonable price 
than they were wont to fell, as in the faid ftatute more fully is 
contained. And though alfo that the faid afp timber be the

And all manner merchan- 
difes of every merchant denizen to be valued according as they 
did coft at the firft buying by their oaths, or oaths of their fer- 
vants buyers of the faid merchandifes in their abfence, or by 
their letters, whkh the fatoe merchants have of fuch buying of 
their factors, and in none other manner. All manner woolen 
cloths, made and wrought within this realm of England by any 
merchant denizen, not being an alien bom, to be carried out 
of the fame realm within the time of this grant : all manner 
wools wodfels and leather going out of the fame : and all and 
every manner of corn flour : and all manner of frefh fifh beft 
ale and wine coming into this realm: and all manner vilhial 
going out of this realm for the vi&ualing of the town of Calais, 
and the marches of the fame under the King's obeifance, oat 
of this grant always excepted : to have and perceive yearly the 
faid fubfidy of poundage from the faid firft day of March during 
his natural life, as in the grant thereof made more largely is 
contained : the King perceiving the great difceipt done to him, 
in withdrawing and concealing of the faid duties : and amongft 
other things many and divers merchants ftrangers and denizens 
do ufe to bring into this realm cloth of gold, cloth of filver, 
bawdkin, velvet, damafk, fatin, farcenet, tartaron, chamlets, 
and other cloths of (ilk and gold, and of (ilk being of great va- 
lue by way of merchandifes from the parts beyond thefea: 
SuWidy. an d by (ubtil and fraudulent means convey the fame merchan- 

difes to the land, not paying the very cuftoms and fubfidies 
thereof due after the form of the faid a&, nor the fame ratf- 
chants ftrangers do not employ the value of their faid mer- 
chandifes upon the commodities of this realm, to the great da- 
mage of the King and of this his realm : and' although the faid 
fubiidy was granted to him efpccially for the keeping of the fea: 
yet by reafon of the faid difceipts withdrawing and concealing of 
the faid duties from the King,, which (hould and ought to come 
of the aforefaid fubfidy, the profit thereof coming to the King is 
fo diminifhed and impaired that it attaineth not, nor hereafter 
is like to attain to any like fum, as it hath done in times part, 
nor fufficeth not, nor in time to come is like to fuffice and fuf-

beyond the fea to fell, before that the collectors of the fubfidy 
of tonage and poundage and the comptroller of the fame in the .Tonage. 
port where fuch merchandife is fet upon land, hath furveyed 
and meafured the fame. And hath fealed every piece thereof in 
the one end thereof, with the feal or mark especially to be or- 
dained for the fame, whereof the fame collectors have the one 
part : and the comptroller have the other part feverally in their 
cuftody. And if any fuch cloth of gold, offilver, bawdkin, vel-

The King confidering that notwithftanding the fame ordinance, 
merchants do not regard to defraud him of his duty of the faid 
fubfidy, in as much as they do nothing forfeit in that behalf, 
but only pay the double fubfidy, by the advice aflent and autho- 
rity aforefaid hath ordained and eftabliflied, That the fame fta* 
fute in this behalf be void, and of no ftrcngth. And if any

ces to other ports, as to Sandwich, Southampton and other ports, 
whereas the cuftomers for the time being without due packing 
or fight of fuch cloths, upon the information of the merchants, 
do cuflom fuch cloths, as for coarfe cloths, whereby the King 
is greatly deceived of his duties thereof, as well in the finefs of 
fuch cloths, as in the not knowing of the number of the cloths 
fo packed. Therefore the King by the advice and affent afore- 
faid, and by the fame authority doth ordain eftablifti and enact, 
That in every port within this realm of England* wherein any 
woolen cloths (hall be packed after the firft day of Mas next com- 
ing, in the prefence of the collectors of the aforefaid cuftoms 
and fubfidies, of the fame port for the time being, That all fuch 
cuftoms and fubfidies, due and pertaining to the King for the 
faid cloths, (hall be paid and contented to the fame collectors, 
where the faid cloths be fo packed, or elfe fufficient furety (hall 
be thereof to them found, before that the fame cloths be car- 
ried from the faid port to any other port or place, upon pain of 
forfeiture of all the fame cloths, or the value thereof, to be had 
of the owner of the fame. And if any woolen cloths to be carried 
over the fea, be packed in any other manner, or under any o- 
ther form, That then the collectors of the port where they be fo 
packed or brought to be packed, (hall feife and there unpack all 
the faid packs and fardels, and furvey all the cloths therein, fo 
that our fovereign lord the King may be truly anfwered of his 
duty in this behalf, without any fraud or deceit. And if any 
cuftomcr or comptroller of any port or place be negligent or flack 
in unpacking of the faid cloths, or furvcying of them in the form 
aforefaid, 1 hat then and as often every fuch cuftomer and 
comptroller for every fuch default (hall forfeit to our fovereign 
lord the King twenty (hillings for every fuch cloth. Moreover 
it is ordained by the advice and aflent aforefaid, That every of 
the faid collectors receiving any cuftom or fubfidy for any of the 
faid cloths or furety for the fame, (hall be thereof charged and 
chargeable to our (overeign lord the King upon his or their ac- 
compt.

faid firft begotten fon the prince be at his liberty, in receiving 
any perfon and giving his figns and liveries, in as large form as 
any prince firft begotten fon of any of his noble progenitors or 
predeceflbrs in times paft hath been, hath ordained and efta- 
bliflied, by authority of the faid parliament, That the faid 
prince (hall be at his liberty, to retain and give his honourable 
livery and fign at his pleafure.

And that all wools, woolfels, and fells called (hor- 
ling and morling, growing and being within the faid counties 
of IVeftmorland, Cumberland, and Northumberland, the bifhoprick, 
Richmond, and Alderton, to be carried out of this realm, (hall be 
(hipped at Ntwcajlle upon Tyne, only, and from thence to be 
conveyed to Calais, or to Newmiddleburgh in Flanders, there to 
be ftapled and uttered, and at none other place. And if any 
man attempt and do contrary, and thereupon be duly convidt : 
that then he (hall be of like condition, as a man attainted of 
any felony, after the courfe of the commoi : *v, and (hall run 
in like pain and forfeiture as he that is fo attainted (hould do. 

Alfo 
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Alio by the fame advice and authority it is ordained, That all 
wools, woolfels, and fells called (horhng and morling, growing 
or being in any county within this realm or in Wales, or in the ' 

marches thereof (other than before excepted) to be carried out 
of this realm, fhall be conveyed to the faid ftaple of Calais, and 
to none other place, upon the fame pain and forfeiture. The 
King's prerogative to grant any licence to the contrary excepted. 
This aft to begin to take effeft at the feaft of Saint Michael, 
which (hall be in the year of our Lord God, 1474, and to en- 
dure by the fpace of hve years only, which aft our fovereign 
lord the King will, ordainteth, and eftablifheth, by the aflent of 
the lords fpiritual and temporal, and the commons of this land 
in this prefent parliament affembled, to be in his full ftrength 
and effeft in every point thereof. Saving only, whereas it is by 
the fame ftatute ordained, That all wools, woolfels, and fells cal- 
led (horlingand morling, growing and being within the faid coun- 
ties of Weftmoreland, Cumberland, Northumberland, the bifhop*

FIRST, whereas in a ftatute made the ix. year of King Ed-\ 
ward the Third, noble progenitor to our fovereign lord 
the King that now is, it was ordained, That no falfe money 
counterfeit to the fterling, Ihould be brought into this realm, 
upon pain of forfeiture of the fame money. Saving that all 
manner of people of every realm might bring to the exchange 
as bullion, all manner good money of iilver, of whatfoever va- 
lue it were, and there to receive covenable exchange. And 
whereas in the fecond year of the pretenfed reign of king Hen- 
ry the Fourth, for the great deceit which then was in the money 
of gold and filver in Flanders and Scotland, which commonly dii 
run, and payments made in divers parts of this realm of Eng- 
land, to the great damage of our fovereign lord the King, and 
his people, amongft other it was ordained, That all the money 
of cold and filver of the coin of Flanders, and of all other lands 
and countries beyond the fea, and of Scotland, (hould be voided 
out of the realm of England, or put to the coin or bullion with- 
in the fame realm, before the feaft of Chriftmas then next fol- 
lowing, upon pain of forfeiture of the fame, which ordinances 
were made becaufe that the fame money expended and fuffered 
Vol. HI.

And if 
variance do fall betwixt any finder, affirming againft any other 
perfon fuch forfeiture to be, fo that the fame money forfeit may 
not be feifed without a&ion by the faid finder to be filed, That 
then the fame finder, if he will purfue and prove the faid for- 
feiture, or ia his default any other perfon who will fuc and

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prove fuch forfeiture, he (hall be thereto received, and have 
an action of debt in this behalf, or at the common law at his 
election, or otherwife before the juftices of peace of the county, 
out of the city or town corporate where fuch forfeiture (hall 
happen.

dinance, and divers other ordinances touching the fame, be- 
fore this made, the money of gold and filver and veffel, and 
plate of gold and filver or this land, as merchandifes is car* 
ried and fent out of this realm, as well by the denizens as 
aliens, to the great impoverifliing of this realm, and final de-

adjudged and reputed as a felon. The fame felony to be heard 
and determined in like manner and form, and betore fuch per- 
ion or pcrfons, as other felonies he commonly heard and de- 
termined within this realm. And whereas in the ftatute made 
in the ninth year of King Edward the Third, amongft other 
things it was ordained, That the fterling halfpenny or farthing 
fliould not be molten for veflel nor none other thing by gold- 
fmith or other, upon pain of forfeiture of the money molten. 
And that the goldfmith or other that fo doth melt, (hall be 
commandel to prifon, there to remain till he hath yielded to 
the king the one half of that he hath fo molten, notwithftand- 
ing any charter or franchife granted to the contrary, which (la- 
tute was confirmed by King Richard the Second, in his parlia- 
ment holden the xvii. year of his reign. And then amongft o- 
17 R.-.c.i. t * ier lt was or dained, That no groat nor half groat mould be 
molten by no pcrfon for veflel, nor other thing thereof to be 
made, upon the pain aforefaid : contrary to which ftatutes the 
faid monies of filvcr and monies of gold of this realm, by gold- 
fmiths and other perfons are daily molten for veflel and other 
things thereof to be made ; fo that by the fame caufe and by the 
faid carrying of money of this realm, and by the great quantity of 
gold beaten for imagery and fuch like, and by the wafting of gold 
in gilding in divers manners by goldfmiths, cutlers, and 
other artificers, the money of this realm is greatly diminithed, to 
the univerfal damage of this realm : therefore it is ordained by 
the faid authority, That no goldfmith nor other perfon from the 
faid feaft of Eafier y (hall melt or beat within this realm, Wah y 
Calais, or the marches of the fame, any money, of gold or filver 
not broken, fufficient to run in payment, nor by any occafion 
of fcnfuality to minifti, bow or break the money of this realm, 
able to run in payment, for to make any veflel or other thing 
thereof, nor to gild any thing with the fame; nor that any 
goldfmith or other perfon within this realm, JVaU^ Cahi;s> or 
the marches of the fame, from the faid fcaft of Eajhr y lhall 
gild any manner veflel, bafon, pots, cups, nuts, or faltcellars 
of filver, (ornaments of churches, fluff for knights made or to 
be made, and apparel neccflary to be gilt for every iuch per- 
fon difpenfed by the (latute of array, made in the third year of 
the reign of our fovcreign lord the King that now is, and in the 
.ordinance of apparel made in this prefent parliament excepted,) 
upon pain to forfeit the double value of the money fo molten, 
or voluntarily bowed or broken, or to the value of the veiTel, 
bafon, pots, cups, nuts, or faltcellars of filver, or other thing 
gilt, or the thing in which any fuch gilding (hall be, (except be- 
fore excepted.) The third part of every fuch forfeiture to be 
applied to the ufe of the King's honourable houfe : the other 
part thereof to the ufe of him or them which lhall find and prove 
the fame forfeiture, in the manner as afore is faid in the article 
of mortey of Ireland. The refidue of the faid forfeiture to be 
to the mayor, (herirfs, bailiffs, or other chief governors of the 
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city, borough, or town corporate, or any of the five ports 
where fuch forfeiture (hall be found and proved, to be applied 
to the ufe of the fame city, borough, town or port. And that 
the whole forfeiture be found and proved at Gihris or the march- 
es of the fame, to be only to our fovereign lord the King. And 
if any fuch forfeiture happen to be found and proved in any 
town or village not corporate, the fame refidue ihall be to the 
chief lord of the fee of the fame town or village to be applied to 
the ufe of the fame lord. The finder of the fame forfeiture, if 
he will purfue and prove the fame, or in his default any other 
perfon which will purfue or prove fuch forfeiture, (hall be there- 
to received, and have in this behalf an a&ion of debt or at the 
common law at his eledtion, or before thejuftices of peace of the 
fame county out of the city or town corporate, where fuch for- 
feiture ihall happen. And if it happen in city, borough, or town 
corporate, then before the mayor, (heriff or ihcriffs, bailiff or 
bailiffs, or other chief governor there, by bill or bills in this 
party, in which action of debt, and in the laid bill and bills to 
be purfued, like difpofition, demean, behaviour, receiving, judg- 
ment and execution in this part (hall be had, according as in 
the aforefaid article concerning money of Ireland is contained, 
any charter, grant, corporation or ad made to the contrary 
notwithftanding. And whereas in the parliament holden the 
fecond year, of the ufurped reign of Henry the Sixth, late in 
deed and not of right King of England, amongft otheY it was or- 
dained, that no goldfmith nor worker of filver within the city 
of London, fhould fell any thing wrought of filver, unlefs it be 
as fine as the fterling, except that that needeth folder in the 
making, which (hall be allowed according as the folder (hall be 
neceflary to be wrought in the fame. And that no goldfmith 
nor jeweller, nor other man that worketh harnefs of filver, (hall 
put any of the fame to fale in the fame city, before it be touched 
with the touch of the leopard's head, that which may reasonably 
bear the fame touch. And alfo with the mark or fign of the worker 
of the fame, upon pain of forfeiture of the double. And that 
the mark or fign of every goldfmith (hall be committed to the 
wardens of the fame myftery. And if it may be found, that the 
keeper of the touch aforefaid, do touch any fuch harnefs with 
the leopard's head, which is not as fine in alhy as the fterling, 
that then the keeper of the touch for every thing fo proved not 
fo good in allay as the fterling, (hall forfeit the double value to our 
fovereign lord the King and to the party, which ftatute is daily 
broken by the goldfmiths and other workers of filver, inhabiting 
as well in the city of London as elfewhere within this realm and 
Wales, and our fovereign lord the King in effect nothing anfwer- 
ed of any forfeiture comprifed in the fame ftatutt, albeit that the 
King's l*ege people daily buying things wrought by the faid gold- 
fmiths or workers as fine gold or fine filver, fuppofing it to be 
the fame, when in deed it is not fo, be grievoufly deceived, bc- 
caufe that the faid touch of the leopard's head is oftentimes fet 
to fuch things by the faid keeper of the faid touch of London and 
other places, as though the thing were fine and not defective, 
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And oftentimes the fign of the* worker of the fame is not fet there- 
to according to the ftatute aforefaid, nor the action given in the 
fame ftatute is no perfedt remedy to the perfons grieved in this be- 
half. It is ordained by authority of this prefent parliament, for 
the better execution of the faid ftatute, and for to efchew the de- 
ceit daily done by the faid goldfmiths and workers of gold and 
(ilver iri the faid city of London and elfewhere, within this realm 
and Wales, that no goldfmith nor other worker of gold and filver, 
or either of the fame metals, from the (aid feaft of Eqfter, (hall 
work, fell, or fet to fale, any manner bafe gold under the fine- 
nefs of xviii. carats otherwife called crates, nor no filver uulefs 
it be as fine as the fterling. Except fuch thing as requireth fol- 
der in making of the fame, which (hall be allowed according to 
the folder neceffary to the making of the lame, upon pain of 
forfeiture of the double value of any fuch sold or filver wrought 
or fold to the contrary. Nor that no goldfmith, jeweller, nor 
other worker of harnefs of filver, (hall fet no harnefs of filver 
plate, nor jewel of filver to fell, from the faid feaft of Eafter, 
within the faid city of London, or within two miles of London, 
before it be touched with a touch of the leopard's head crown- 
ed, fuch as may bear the fame touch, and alfo with a mark or 
fign of the worker of the fame fo wrought within the city of 
London or two miles of the fame, upon pain of forfeiture of the 
double value of any fuch filver wrought and fold to the contrary. 
And that the mark or fign of every goldfmith be committed to the 
» wardens of the fame myftery. And if it may be found, that 
the faid keeper of the touch of the leopard s head crowned, 
afore faid, do mark or touch any fuch harnefs with the leopard's 
head, if it be not as fine in allay as the fterling, then the (aid 
keeper of the faid touch, for every thin? proved not of as good 
allay as the fterling, (hall forfeit the double value : the Same 
forfeitures to be divided in two parts, the one half to be 
applied to the ufe of the King's houfe, and the other half 
thereof to the party grieved or hurt, in this behalf; or in 
his default, any other perfon which will purfue and prove 
fuch forfeiture, (hall be thereto received, and have in this 
behalf an adion of debt, or at the common law at his elec- 
tion, or before the juftices of peace of the county out of the 
city or town corporate where fuch forfeiture (hall happen, to 
purfue as well for the King as for himfelf. And if it happen 
in city, borough, or town corporate, then before the mayor, 
fheriff or (herifFs, bailiff or bailiffs, or other chief governor 
there by bill or bills in this party. In which a&ion of debt, 
and in the bill and bills to be purfued r 4tke difpofition, demean, 
behaviour, judgment and execution in this party (hall be bad, 
according as in the faid article concerning the money of Ireland 
is comprifed, any charter, grant, corporation, or aft, made to 
the contrary notwithftanding. And becaufe there be divers 
goldfmiths and other workers of gold and filver, aliens and 
grangers inhabiting in the city of London, and other places nigh 
jhere about, working their works in fecret places, and prm- 
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leged, and eloin the fame, and will not be fearched by the 
(aid wardens of the faid goldfmiths of London for the time being, 
nor will not be obedient and governed by them : therefore it is 
hereby ordained, That from the (aid feaft of Eafttr % every fuch 
alien and ftranger goldfmith and worker of gold and filver inha- 
biting or to inhabit in the faid city of London* and other places 
within two miles of the fame city, (hall be obedient and ruled 
by the faid wardens of the faid goldfmiths, in all things lawful 
and reafonable, and fuffer the fluff of gold and filver by them 
wrought to be fearched and marked after the rule of the faid ci- 
ty, upon pain to be punifhed in manner and form as gold- 
smiths and workers of gold and filver of England* inhabiting 
within the faid city, by the rules of the faid craft of goldfmiths 
ought to be ruled. So always that the faid aliens and ftrahgers 
be not evil entreated, nor otherwife charged by any manner 
impofition, other than the faid Englijb goldfmiths be, (hall be, 
and ought to be. And for the better furveying of the faid aliens 
and ftrangers in time to come to be had, it is ordained by the 
authority aforefaid, That the fame aliens and ftrangers, gold- 
fmiths and workers of gold and filver, inhabiting within the 
faid city and every of them, from the feaft of Saint Michael the 
archangel next coming, (hail inhabit them in the open ftreets 
of the faid city, ancf where better and more open (hewing 
is of their craft. And it is ordained by the faid authority, That 
if the aforefaid keeper of the faid touch, or worker of harnefs 
or other thing of gold or filver not made of the faid fijienefs, do 
touch or mark the fame harnefs or other thing as fine and able, 
that then for non-fufficiency of the faid keeper and worker, the 
perfons of the faid craft of goldfmiths of the faid city of London* 
by whatfoever name or names they be corporate, (hall be 
chargeable and charged of the forfeitures by like a&ion or ac- • 
tions of debt as is aforefaid in like manner and form as imme- 
diately before is fpecified. And whereas in the fifth year of the 
pretenfed reign of king Henry the Fourth, for the better keep- $ H. 4. c. 9. 
ing of gold and filver within this realm, and for the utterance 
of the commodities of the feme realm, it was ordained amongft 
other, That the merchant ftrangers and aliens (hould fell their 
merchandises brought, within a quarter of a year after their 
coming into the fame, and that the money received in this realm 
(hould be employed upon the commodities of this land upon 
pain of forfeiture of the fame money. Contrary to which ordi- 
nance, the feme merchants and many other perfons do convey ' 
and carry daily the fame money by them received out of the 
realm, to the great diminiftiing of the fame money, and do not 
employ the fame in fubftance upon the commodities of this 
realm, whereby the King's cuftom and fubfidy be greatlyde- * 
cayed. It is therefore ordained by the authority aforefaid, That 
every merchant alien, and every vidhialler and other ftranger 
not being denizen, which (hall refort into any place or port of 
this realm or fVales after the faid feaft of Eajler* (hall duly em- 
ploy all the jnoney to be received by him within any part of 
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. the fame realm or IValts y upon the merchandifes or other com- 
modities of this realm, or without any fraud he (hall put the 
fame in due payment to the King's liege people within this 
realm. The fame employment or payment duly to be prov- 
ed by the merchant alien, victualler, or other ftranger, before 
his departing out of the fame port, by writing to fuch mer- 
chant or merchants, to whom the faid merchant alien, victual- 
ler, or other ftranger hath employed or paid his money by him 
received for his merchandifes brought into this land, witneffing 
that he hath fo done or by fuch proofs as (hall feem reafonable 
to the cuftomer or comptroller of the fame port and mayor, 
bailiff, or other chief governor of any fuch city, borough, or 
town, where fuch port (hall be, upon pain of forfeiture of all 
his goods being within this realm, and to have one year's im- 
prifonmertf. Saving always to every fuch merchant, victual* 
Jer anc} finger, his reafonable cofts by the overfight of the 
/aid chief governor of the port or place where fuch mer- 
chant, victualler, or ftranger mall arrive. The fame forfeiture 
to be demeaned, judged, and departed, in like manner and 
form by like actions, procefs, and execution, as is limited of 
other forfeitures in this act before declared. And becaufe that 
many forfeitures touching the aforefaid ftatutes made before this 
time have fallen before .the faid feaft of Ea/ler y and by likeli- 
hood will more fall by perfons not doubting to offend and break 
the law, which perfons ought by reafon to be punched in dif- 
couraging of other hereafter to offend. It is ordained by the 
authority aforefaid, That the juftices of peace of each coun- 
ty, or other place where juftices of peace are, (hall have power 
to hear and determine all manner defaults and forfeitures touch- 
ing every of the premiffes had or done before the feaft of Ea/ier, 
next enluing, to be had and done againft the form of any fta- 
jute before this time thereof made. The fame forfeitures and 
every of them tobe judged, demeaned, arid departed in like manner 
and form by like action procefs and execution as before is li- 
mited, and declared of and for the faid forfeitures before re- 
hear fed in this prefent act and ordinance. Provided always, 
That this ad extend not to any ambaffador or other ftranger 
come or to come into this realm, or to pafs out of the fame 
by the Kir}g[s licence, as for any money of gold and filver, 
plate, or vefiel, or jewel, or any ornament of filver or gold 
concerning his perfon, brought by him into this realm ; or to 
any ambailador of the King, herald, purfuivant, or mefienger, 
which (hall pafs oijt of this realm beyond the fea, by the King's 
licence, or to any merchant going over the fea to buy any wine 
to be brought into this realm, as for to carry with him only a 
little cup called a Tafter for wine. Provided alio, That this act 
extend not to any of the inhabitants, denizens, or ftrangers, 
to come or go to and fro the town of Calais, or the marches of 
the fame, nor to the dwellers and fojourners of the fame ; for 
;uiy money by them or any of them to be conveyed or carried 
to any places or country out of the faid town and marches!

And to the intent that 
due notice may be hereof had to the King's liege people in 
.this part, letters of proclamation under the King's fcal upon 
this ordinance (hall be made to every county of this realm and 
other places neceflary in all good hafte. This ordinance to 
endure from the faid feaft of Eafter* till the end of feven years 
then next following. Provided alfo* That this act, as for the 
part of any forfeiture contained in the fame, which may per- 
tain to the King, (hall not extend to give him any fuch part of 
.fuch forfeiture to be had or made within the principality of 
Wales* the duchy of Cornwall* nor the earldom and counties 
palatines of Chefter and Flint * nor any of them. Alfo it is or- 
dained by the authority aforefaid, That the noble and excellent 
prince Edward* the King's firft-begotten fon, prince of Wales* 
duke of Cornwall and earl of Chefter* (hall have, perceive, and 
enjoy, and to his heirs, princes of Wales* dukes of Cornwall* 
and earls of Chefter •* being the firft-begotten fons of the King of 
England* all and every fuch part of forfeitures, which (hall be 
made or forfeit within the faid principality, duchy, earldom, 
counties palatines, or any parcel of any of them, in as ample 
and large form as the King ought or may have fuch part of for- 
feiture in any other place by reafon of any act made in this par- 
liament, .any a& made or to be made in this prefent parliament, 
to the contrary notwithstanding. Provided alfo, That this act 
for the diviiion and partition of any forfeiture therein contained, 
fhall not extend to or for any forfeiture to be had or made with- 
in the liberties or franchifes of William* biftiop of Durham. And 
it is ordained by the faid authority, That William* bifhop o"f 
Durham, and his fuccefibrs bifhops of Durham* (hall have all 
fuch partitions and forfeitures, which (hall happen within the 
faid liberties and franchifes, in as ample and large form as the 
King (hould or ought to have in any other place by force of 
this act. Provided always, That this ad nor none other act or 
ftatute made or to be made in this prefent parliament, (hall ex- 
tend to be prejudicial or hurtful to the abbot of the monaftery 
of St. Peter oi Weftminfter for the time being, nor to any perfon 
for the time dwelling, refiant, or being within the fame mona- 
stery, or within any place pertaining to the fame monaftery, or 
within any place within the precinct fee or franchifc of the faid 
abbot, or of the faid convent, or to any of the rights, privileges, 
Jiberties, franchifes, immunities, or other thing granted by the 
King or any of his progenitors, predeceflbrs, or pofleflbrs of the 
jroyal eftate and crown of England* to the abbot and convent of 
the faid monaftery and their fuccefibrs jointly or feverally, in 
^ny manner granted heretofore pertaining. Provided alfo, 
That the abbot of thefaid monaftery, and convent of the faid mo- 
naftery and their fuccefibrs, (hall have, hold, and enjoy freely 
and effectually, all the faid rights, liberties, privileges, fran- 
chifes, immunities, and all other things in the form aforefaid 
%o tbem granted, by whatsoever name or names tjiey be named 
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or called jointly or feveraUy in any letters or writing thereupon 
made, any ad or ordinance made or to be made in other man- 
ner or thing contrary notwithftanding. Provided always, That 
this a£t nor none other a&, ordinance, or ftatute made or to be 
made in this parliament, (hall be in any wife prejudicial or 
hurtful to the dean for the time being, of the King's free chap- 
pel of St. Martin's le Grand, in Linden, nor to the dean and 
chapter for the time being, of the (ame chapel, nor to any per- 
fon or perfons for the time dwelling, refiant, or being within 
the fame chapel, or within any place or places within the pit- 
cin<3, fee, or franchife of the faid dean or dean and chapter. 
Not to any of the faid rights, privileges, liberties, franchifes, 
immunities or other things by the King or any of his progenitors, 
predeceflbrs, or pofleflbrs of the royal eftate and crown oi Eng- 
land ^ to the dean and chapter of the faid chapel, and their fuc- 
ceflbrs jointly or feveraUy, in any manner granted, or in any 
manner heretofore pertaining. And alio provided, That the 
dean of the (aid chapel, and dean and chapter of the laid chap- 
pel, have, hold, and enjoy, entirely, freely, and effe&ually,
